I  HAVE  THE  HONOUR  TO  PRESENT  THE  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967. 

I  AM  GRATEFUL  TO  MR .  G.H.  FYFE,  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
Inspector,  who  has  prepared  the  report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Certain  items  stand  out  for  particular  comment: 

STATISTICS. 


There  were  8  more  births  and  34  fewer  deaths  than  in  the 
PREVIOUS  YEAR.  1 82  OF  THE  355  DEATHS  WERE  OF  PERSONS  AGED  75  YEARS 
AND  OVER. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Once  again  there  was  a  high  incidence  of  Measles  which  no 

LONGER  SEEMS  TO  SHOW  ITS  CLASSICAL  BIENNIAL  PEAK  PATTERN. 

There  was  no  large  outbreak  of  dysentery  or  food  poisoning. 
One  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  Higham  Grange 
Rehabilitation  Centre  received  careful  and  thorough  investigation 
by  the  staff  but  no  specific  cause  was  found. 

It  came  to  light  early  in  the  year  that  scabies  was  present 

AMONG  SOME  OF  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  AREA. 

By  FAR  the  MOST  IMPORTANT  OCCURRENCE  UNDER  THE  HEADING  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  WAS  THE  OCCURRENCE  OF  A  CASE  OF  PARALYTIC 
POLIOMYELITIS  IN  NEWBOLD  VERDON.  THE  PATIENT  WAS  A  FOUR  YEAR  OLD 
FOSTER  CHILD  WHO  SUFFERED  PARALYSIS  OF  BOTH  LEGS.  AFTER 
CONSULTATION  WITH  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE  IT  WAS 
DECIDED  THAT  THE  MOST  EFFECTIVE  WAY  OF  LIMITING  THE  SPREAD  OF  THE 
DISEASE  WOULD  BE  TO  PROVIDE  DOSES  OF  TR I  VALENT  POLIOMYELITIS 
VACCINE  FOR  ALL  SUSCEPTIBLES  IN  THE  VICINITY.  THIS  WAS  DONE  AND 
NO  FURTHER  CASES  WERE  NOTIFIED. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


There  were  five  fresh  cases  during  the  year. 

HOUS I NG . 

There  were  many  requests  for  support  for  applications 
for  rehousing  In  Council  houses,  particularly  in  I bstock  and  to 
a  lesser  extent  in  Markfield  and  Barlestone. 

Reasons  given  by  applicants  varied  from  a  clear  cut 
physical  handicap  due  to  disease  or  age,  to  hardship  arising  from 
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Housi ng.  (Cont) 

PRESENT  CONDITIONS.  THE  USUAL  PRACTICE  IS  TO  SUBMIT  A  REPORT 
ON  THESE  CASES  TO  THE  HOUSING  DEPARTMENT  FOR  CONSIDERATION 
WHEN  ALLOCATIONS  ARE  MADE  IN  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  APPLICANTS

NUISANCES. 


In  addition  to  the  long  standing  problems  of  dust 

EMISSION  FROM  BRADGATE  QUARRY  INSTALLATIONS  AND  FUMES  FROM 

Brick  &  Pipe  Works,  another  big  installation  came  to  light  as 

THE  SUBJECT  OF  COMPLAINTS.  THE  RESIDENTS  OF  RaTCLIFFE  CULEY 
COMPLAINED  OF  OFFENSIVE  FUMES  FROM  A  FACTORY  WHERE  ABRASIVES 
WERE  MADE  ON  A  TRADING  ESTATE  IN  THE  ADJOINING  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

When  the  wind  was  westerly,  complaint  was  made  in  Ratcliffe 
Culey,  When  the  wind  was  easterly,  dust  blew  towards  houses 
in  Groby.  The  impression  was  gained  during  the  year  that,  as 

FAR  AS  THE  LATTER  SITUATION  WAS  CONCERNED,  THERE  WAS  INCREASED 
EFFORT  ON  THE  PART  OF  THE  MANAGEMENT  TO  LESSEN  THE  EFFECTS  ON 
THE  RESIDENTS. 

During  the  year,  Nailstone  Colliery  spoil  bank  came 

IN  FOR  COMPLAINTS  AND  IT  WAS  NECESSARY  TO  APPROACH  THE  NATIONAL 

Coal  Board  Headquarters. 

A  RESIDENT  IN  A  NEW  ESTATE  AT  GROBY  COMPLAINED  OF  A 
HIGH  PITCHED  NOISE  WHICH  WAS  CAUSING  HIM  PHYSICAL  DISCOMFORT. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  trying  to  identify  the  cause  of  the 

NOISE  AND  ADVICE  WAS  OBTAINED  FROM  BOTH  THE  EAST  MIDLANDS 

Electricity  Board  and  also  two  major  industrial  concerns,  but 

THE  PROBLEM  REMAINED  UNSOLVED, 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Work  was  commenced  in  1967  on  a  joint  supply  scheme  for 
the  Copt  Oak  Area. 

Advice  was  sought  in  I bstock  on  the  advisability  of  using 

SOFT  WATER  STORAGE  TANKS  TO  AUGMENT  EXISTING  MAINS  SUPPLIES 
IN  HOUSES.  The  advice  was  given  that  such  water  should  be  given 

THE  SAME  TREATMENT  AND  PROTECTION  AS  PUBLIC  MAINS  SUPPLIES, 
INCLUDING  FILTRATION  AND  CHLORINATION, 

A  Ministry  of  Health  memorandum  was  received  concerning 

PLUMB0-60LVENT  WATERS  AND  THE  POSSIBILITY  OF  LEAD  IN  DRINKING 
WATER.  Both  the  WATER  UNDERTAKINGS  were  approached  and 
REASSURING  REPLIES  WERE  GIVEN  REGARDING  MAINS  SUPPLIES  IN  THE 
RURAL  DISTRICT. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

This  subject  is  one  of  the  main  items  for  consideration 
by  the  Public  Health  Committee  which  has  more  than  once  declared 

THAT  ITS  POLICY  IS  TO  SECURE  THE  SEWERAGE  OF  ALL  PARTS  OF  THE 
RURAL  DISTRICT,  WHERE  THIS  IS  PRACTICABLE. 

Nevertheless,  from  time  to  time,  financial  considerations 

DICTATE  THAT  THIS  SHALL  BE  PHASED  AND  THAT  VARYING  DEGREES  OF 
URGENCY  AND  ENGINEERING  EXPEDIENCY  SHALL  BE  STUDIED  IN  DECIDING 
WHICH  SCHEMES  SHOULD  GO  AHEAD  FIRST.  V/ 1 TH  THESE  POINTS  IN  MIND, 
THE  OFFICERS  DREW  UP  A  RECOMMENDED  ORDER  OF  PRIORITIES  FOR 
FUTURE  REFERENCE. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  certain  sewerage 

AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES,  NOTABLY  PECKLETON  AND  K I RKBY  MaLLORY, 

Botcheston,  Newtown  Unthank  and  Desford,  Battleflat  and  Shaw  Lane. 
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Drainage  &  Sewerage.  (Cont) 

Local  informal  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government 

INQUIRIES  WERE  HELD  INTO  CERTAIN  PROPOSED  SCHEMES,  NOTABLY 

Sutton  Cheney  &  Cadeby,  Sibson,  Shenton  &  Upton,  Barlestone 

AND  I BSTOCK  (EXTENSION  OF  WORKS).  THE  I BSTOCK  SCHEME  WAS 
DEFERRED  PENDING  CONFIRMATION  OF  THE  ANTICIPATED  POPULATION 

changes.  The  Ratby  scheme  (new  Works)  was  considered  by  a 
Ministry  Inspector  in  1966  but  still  awaits  commencement  in

Subsidence  damage  in  I bstock  had  led  to  the  relaying  of

TWO  PROJECTS  HAVE  BEEN  THE  SUBJECT  OF  MUCH 
DELIBERATION  BY  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE,  BUT  STILL  AWAIT 

finalisation;  the  Witherley  Brook  Scheme  and  Market  Bosworth 
Public  Conveniences.  Some  progress  was  made  during  the  year 

I  N  BOTH  CASES 

HOUSING  OF  ELDERLY  PERSONS. 

It  is  now  generally  accepted  that  some  background 

HEATING  SHOULD  BE  PROVIDED  IN  THE  BEDROOMS  OF  DWELLINGS  BUILT 
SPECIFICALLY  FOR  ELDERLY  PERSONS.  WITH  THIS  IN  VIEW,  TOWARDS 
THE  END  OF  1967  A  PILOT  SCHEME  WAS  FORMULATED  FOR  PROVIDING  SUCH 
HEATING  IN  A  GROUP  OF  SINGLE  BEDROOM  BUNGALOWS  IN  I BSTOCK. 

Such  a  scheme  does  not  merely  involve  the  mechanical  provision 

OF  THE  INSTALLATION  BUT  ALSO  INVOLVES  THE  QUESTION  OF  THE  MOST 
EQUABLE  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONING  COST. 

COAL  BOARD  SUBSIDENCE. 


In  conclusion  I  MUST  single  OUT  WHAT  I  CONSIDER  to  be 
THE  BIGGEST  PUBLIC  HEALTH  PROBLEM  IN  THE  DISTRICT  AT  PRESENT,  VIZ 
EFFECTS  OF  SUBSIDENCE  DUE  TO  COAL  MINING.  THERE  HAVE  BEEN 
FAR  REACHING  EFFECTS  ON  HOUSES  OF  ALL  TYPES  -  COUNCIL  OWNED, 
N.C.B.  OWNED  AND  PRIVATELY  OWNED.  APART  FROM  THE  DAMAGE  TO  THE 
HOUSES  AND  DRAINAGE  SYSTEMS  AND  THE  HOLD-UP  OF  PROPOSED  NEW 
SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES,  ONE  MUST  TAKE  INTO  ACCOUNT  THE 
DISTURBANCE  AND  DISCOMFORT  CAUSED  TO  THE  OCCUPANTS  OF  DAMAGED 

houses.  Several  cases  have  come  to  light  of  housewives  who 

HAVE  REQUIRED  PSYCHIATRIC  TREATMENT  BECAUSE  OF  THE  UPSET  DUE 
TO  THE  WORRY  AND  UNCERTAINTY.

This  Report,  although  mainly  statistical,  is  intended 

TO  PRESENT  A  PICTURE  OF  THE  GENERAL  CIRCUMSTANCES;  WHAT  HAS 
BEEN  ACCOMPLISHED  DURING  THE  YEAR;  AND  MATTERS  STILL  REQUIRING 
ATTENTION  IN  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

One  of  the  worst  problems  for  which  no  satisfactory 

SOLUTION  CAN  APPARENTLY  BE  FOUND,  IS  THE  VERY  DISTRESSING 
CONDITIONS  UNDER  WHICH  THE  TENANTS  OF  NATIONAL  COAL  BOARD  HOUSES 
IN  BAGWORTH,  HAVE  TO  EXIST. 

Year  after  year  it  is  reported  that  subsidence  has 

AFFECTED  CERTAIN  HOUSES  UNT i L  IT  IS  ALMOST  IMPOSSIBLE  TO  CARRY 
OUT  FURTHER  REPAIRS  TO  MAKE  THE  PROPERTIES  HABITABLE.  THE  COST 
OF  REPAIRS  TO  BRICKS  AND  MORTAR  AND  SERVICES  CAN  BE  ASSESSED  IN 
TERMS  OF  MONEY,  BUT  THE  DISCOMFORT  AND  MENTAL  SUFFERING  CAUSED 
TO  THE  TENANTS,  ESPECIALLY  THE  HOUSEWIVES,  IS  BEYOND  ANY 
ASSESSMENT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  has  been  mainly  satisfactory  in  quantity,

Schemes  to  extend  disposal  facilities  at  Barlestone, 

Ratby  and  Ibstock,  have  also  been  prepared. 

The  total  number  of  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural 
District  is  now  22,  with  75  pumps  to  maintain,  together  with 
16  ancillary  pumping  stations. 

Although  every  parish  is  served  by  main  sewerage  and  a

the  Council  have  agreed  on  a  list  of  priorities  to  serve  as 

MANY  OF  THEM  AS  POSSIBLE.  THERE  WILL  STILL  REMAIN,  HOWEVER, 

A  HARD  CORE  OF  A  NUMBER  OF  CESSPOOLS  WHICH  WILL  NEVER  BE
